He 1s in favor of free sugar, but he wants it 
brought about by reciprocity which will se- 
cure to the United States something in re- 
turn for the great boon that would be con- 
ferred on Cuba and other countries to the 
south of us by giving them a free market for 
their sugar. Mr. Blaine is also opposed to 
the increased duties on third-class wool, par- 
ticularly the South American wool. He is 
aiso, I understand, opposed to any reduction 
of the duties on Canadian lumber, taking 
the ground that in all these things 
wherever a concession is made to a _ foreign 
country something should be gained in re- 
turn. Outside of that he has not expressed 
any opinion on the Tariff bill, so far as I 
know, and I believe he is, with these excep- 
tions, in favor of the bill. I know that what 
he said in tne committee-room referred 
merely to sugar and wool, and his only oppo- 
situon to those clauses was for the reason 
that he thought they.should be used to open 
new markets for American products.” 

The presumption that the President, by 
transmitting the reciprocity communication 
to Congress, virtually approved of it is de- 
nied. It is pointed out by a friend of the Pres-

COWARDLY MURDER AT MONTICELLO, ILL. 


Harly Russell Assassipated While Return- 
ing to His Heme in the Country. 
MonTrcet10, III., June 22.—[Special.|—An 
outrageous and cold-blooded murder was 
committed here -last night, Harly Russell 


and wife had been to Monticello and were

New Haven, Conn., June 22.—[Special. | — 
Tne Rev. Dr. Timothy Dwight today preached 
his baccalaureate sermon to the graduating 
class at Yale, taking as his text those verses 
of I. Corinthians, Xii, 8-12, which declare that 
Love never falieth.““ but that prophecies 
ana tongues shail be done away, concluding: 
** Now I know in part; but then I shall know 
fully, even as also I was fully known.” Ina 
the course of the long sermon President 
Dwight said: 

The two chief words of these verses, on which 
the greatest emphasis is placed, are love and 
knowl the one designat the central 
force of the soul's life; the other indicating that 
which the mind tukes to itself and makes its 
most vaiuabie possession. The thoughts suggest- 
ed by the Verses in connéction witb these words 
are thoughts of the perfect and that which is 
partial. Thethoughts and words together are 
presented by the writer to his readers after a 
manner adapted to the peculiar conditions in 
which the readers were at he moment and with 
special reference to certain gifts upon which 
they were placing too high au estimate. But an 
impressive meaning lies back of that which per- 
tains to the words as considered in their 
first application. bear within them a teach- 
ing of the reality of things for abl whose life 
moves in the higher sphere of learning and know- 
ing, and serve, to adjust their estimate of life to 
the true standard. Especially significant is their 
lesson for a company of earnest and hopeful 
young men, whose term of preparatory eauca- 
tion is ending just as their youth is opening into 
the maniy years. _.. 

The first thing which willimpress the careful 
student of the verses is tne distinctness and 
earnestness with which.the. partial character of 
knowledge is presented. With force of expres- 
sion and with the energy of repeated statements 
the writer declares that all the knowledge in 
which the readers had been priding themselves 
wus only imperfect and half developed, Their 
knowing was like the child's knowing, soon to be 
lost in something greater. 

The lesson for us is one which has 
reach, indeed, relating to knowledge of every 
thought anu having no refereuce to the special 
zifts which are now unknown. Yet it is the 
sume lesson. Our knowledge is but partial. It 
is not the perfect, or the greatest thing. We lay 
hold upon one acquirement, and so soon as it is 
ours we fina that it points to another as essen- 
tial, not only to its Completeness, Dut even to its 
living force as the power for further knowing. 

How strange and unfitting it would seem were 
the child, in the confidence of his thinking and 
knowing—the perfectness of it for his age—to do 
what the young. man. is tempted to do in this re 
gard. He would. be determining all questions 
for himself on the. basis of his present attain- 
ments. : 

The spiritual faculty. which makes knowledge 

erfect and turns it to its highest uses is love. 

ithout this spiritual faculty in the active exer- 
cise of its energy.the.man knows hothing as yet,as 
he qught to know, and moves not in the outwork- 
ing of his knowledge towards us legitimate re- 
suits as he ought to move. Lovein the New Testa- 
ment sense of the word is na weak sentiment and 
no mere passion. It is, as was suid at the begin- 
ning, the central force of the soul's life. The 
Greek word employed by the apostolic writers is 
a peculiar one unknown elsewhere. It takes 
into itself a depth of meaning; which pertains 
to the depths of character. It lays hold 
upon a significance the source of whichis the di- 
vine relation of the soul. It is the noblest im- 
pulse of the man in every movement of tne life. 

At the gateway of that future love stands. 
Under its guidance only sttali-we enter the gate- 
way and gain thereafter the perfectness of 
knowledge and the bilesseduess which awaits 
the soul. And so muy the true he be realized iu 
its fullness for us who are parting from one an- 
other now, and may its blessings come to us, 
each and every one. | |

ences in life harder to bear than the 
enforced waiting for opportunities to 
exercise one’s fts, which so often marks 
the beginning of one's professional career. I 
counsel you in such circumstances to take any 
position, however humble, if you are competent 
to fill it, rather than to sit in idleness bemoan- 

our bad fortune. To fill a humble position well 

the best way to secure a call to a higher 
position. 

The somewhat conspicuous position in socie- 
ty for which your training should have fitted 

ou’ demands that you should cherish 

moral ideals, It the 
high — — the fixed resolve, 
heroic determination to meet every exigency of 
life with the most unfaltering devotion to the 
right. Only men of the best moral strai 
under all vicissitudes and temptations, nold 
themselves up to this elevated moral plane. But it 
is they alone who wortmly fulfill the high voca- 
tion of educated men. But it is also to de re- 
membered that each age brings its own peculiar 
duties and ‘trials to its leaders. It 
is clear that every good man is to 
be called to take his stand for purity in political 
management. Public indignation at political 
impurity has been toa promis degree awak- 
ened throughout the country. hope of — 
fying and elevating American political methods 
lies in the younger men rather thanin the older 
men.

FELL DEAD IN A SALOON QUARREL 


T. H. Kianey Dies Suddenly Under Cir- 
cumstances Out of the Common, 

Thomas H. Kinney, Who -boarded on Ra- 
venus wood avenue between Leland and Law- 
rence avenues, died suddenly in Tony Stens’ 
saloon on Clark street, near Lawrence ave- 
nue, early yesterday under somewhat pecul- 
iar circumstances, 

He had been drinking with Oscar Baum- 
gartei, a German living on Lawrence avenue 
near Clark street, and a number of 
others, and quarreled with thé German. 
Words led to blows, and the men became in- 
volved in a good, old-fashioned rough-and- 
tumble fight. The spectators stood around 
and cheered themon. Rising from a lively 
scrimmage on whe floor, tu mien faced, eactr 
with clinched fists, both. waiting for wind. 
Presently the German struck out savagely, 
but failed to reach his opponent, who dodged. 
Kinney then made a pass at Baumgartel, but 
before his 4rm was stretched to fuil length 
he straigatened up. staggered, and then fell 
heavily to the floor. 

The spectators went to him instantly, 
but when they turned him over on his back 
he was found to be dead. 

Dr. Linster, Clark street and Ridge ave- 
nue, was called in at once, but he could do 
nothing. A careful examination of Kinney’s 
body failed to show a mark, and the cause of 
death was pronounced by the doctor to be 
a mystery. He intimated, however, that a 
post-mortem might show that it was a case 
of heart disease. 

Kinney was 35 years old, an American,’and 
a painter. He was a steady, quiet individ- 
val, and not at all of a quarrelsome disposi- 
won. 

Baumgartel is 30 years old, married, and a 
stonecutter. He is a large, powerful man, 
and it is possible that one of the blows he 
dealt Kinney caused the latter’s death, al- 
though the police are inclined to think that 
the excitement of the figbt was the cause of 
death. 

Baumgartel was arrested, nevertheless, 
and will be held pending the action of the 
Coroner’s jury. 


HARVARD’S QUINQUENNIAL CATALOGUE. 


George Bancroft, the Historian, the Oldest 
Surviving Graduate. 

Boston, Mass., June 22.—[Special.]—The 
new Harvard quinguennial catalogue has 
been completed and for the first time in the 
history of the coilege it is in English and 
not Latin. During its 254 years Harvard has 
graduated 16,930 pupils, of whom a little 
more than one-half—8,627—are still living. 

The college proper has had 11,645 graduates, 
of whom 5,221 are living, while from the 
other departments there are now scattered 
throughout the world 2,039 doctors, 166 dent- 
ists, 21 veterinary doctors, 1,575 lawyers, 270 
clergymen. Its honorary degrees (to those not 
graduates of the college) have been given to 
but a few people that are still alive. Only 
123 holders of that distinction are supposed 
to beliving today. There have been more 
than a thousand (1,122) officers of govern- 
ment and instruction connected with the uni- 
versity in its long existence, 

The oldest surviying graduate has been 
out of college seventy-three years, and he is 
no other than the eminent historian, George 
Bancroft, who was graduated in 1817. Not 
another member of his class, that originally 
numbered sixcy-eight, is living. 


DESTRUCTIVE CYCLONES IN NEBRASKA. 


The Villages of Pieasanton and Sweetwater 
Demolished by Storms. 

Kearney, Neb.. June 22.—[Special.]—A 
cycione struck the Village of Pieasanton, 
twenty miles north of here, at 2 o0’clock this 
afternoon ana damaged every buuding 
in the place, rendering about 150 people 
homeless. Alady, the proprietress of the 
only hotel in the. place, was seriously hurt. 
E. E. Howendabber, a druggist of Bertrand, 
was struck on the head with a piece of flying 
timber, and is in a critical condition. Tele- 
graphic communication has been cut off, aud 
particulars cannot be obtained. 

Ravenna, Neb., June 22.— [Special. 
Sweetwater, a little town about six miles 
west of here, was struck by a cyclone about 
2 o’clock this afternoon. A large roller-mill, 
erected at a cost of $25,000, was completely 
wrecked, as was the residence of Mrs. Jane 
Groff and two stores of the village. A man 
named Thomas and his son were injured, but 
to what extent is not known. 


President Corbin’s Resigaation. 


New Tonk, June 22.— [Special ]—Repre- 
sentatives of the thirty-five Turner Societies 
of North America met at Central Turn-Hall 
on East Sixty-seventh street today. Turner 
Hugo Muench of St. Louis urged the dele- 
gates to do all in their power to further the 
study of true physical culture throughout 
America. We Germans know the value 
of exercise in turning,” he said, “and we 
should not rest until we have made turning 
the common property of ali Americans.

— The Cen- 
tral Labor Union is tired of the Socialists, 
and atits meeting in Clarendon Hail today 
requested them to withdraw. The Socialists 
recently have been calling certain delegates 
who are opposed to them boodiers” and 
„political heelers,” and at last the delegates 
decided upon vigorous action, and 
now the Socialists have to set up a 
union of their own. The Socialists have 
held secret meetings, and, after preparing a 
plan of action, have voted as a unit at the 
meeting of the Central Labor Union on all 
important questions, and have recently 
abused the leaders of the organization. 
These actions led to some pretty lively talk 
today and the Socialists were scored in a vig- 
orous manner. 

The Socialistic delegates withdrew and 
formed a new central body, which will be 
known as the Central Labor Federation. An- 
ticipating this action the conservatives, at 
the instance of the building trades section, 
passed a resolution denying Socialists the 
right of representation in the original organ- 
ization. |

Swimming East River with Hands and Feet 
~Boand and Carryiag Weights. 4 
New Lonk, June 22.—/[Special.|—Gene 

Macadire, the champion long-distance swim- 
mer today swam across the East River. 
He was bound with rope from his ankles to 
his shoulders, His feet were tied together 
and his hands were fastened tightly at his 
sides. In each hand he carried a two-pound 
dumb-bell. Either one of the pair would 
have sunk an ordinary swimmer. 

Macadire was carried down the river to 
Pier 7, where a landing was made. In tying 
the rope no allowance had been made for 
shrinkage by the water and when Macadire 
was taken out it was found that his limbs 
and arms were badly cut. He made the dis- 
tance, about a mile, in 46 minutes, 

Suspicions of Cruelty to the Insane. 

James Carr, a sailor, returned from a 
two months’ voyage Friday and went 
to visit his wife, who is confined in 
an insane pavilion on Biackwell’s Island. 
She had been there for some years. 
Before he started. on his last voyage 
his wife was rather better than she 
had been. Today he went to. the pavilion, 
and there, in company of Dr. Krunz and Mrs. 
Gilmore, a head nurse, he met his wife. She 
scarcely was recognizable, being badly 
bruised and cut. ‘Her lips were swollen to 
twice their natural size, and four front teeth 
had been torn. from their sockets. When 
Carr asked what was the matter, 
her body-nurse and physician shrugged 
their shoulders and carelessly said she nad 
been fighting. As well as Mrs. Carr could 
talk with her swollen lips she told her hus- 
band that the nurse who had charge of her 
had kickea her while she was lying upon the 
floor of the pavilion and severely beaten 
her and had then knocked her teeth out. Dr. 
Krunz said the woman had tried to bite her 
nurse, in whose dress her teeth caught and 
were pulled out. She got the scratching 
from another woman. An investigation is 
to be made. 

Rall way Conductors Split on the Strike 

Question. 

There has been a split in the National Or- 
der of Railway Conductors on the strike 
question, and the seceders held a meeting 
today and organized an opposition order. The 
order’s constitution contained a clause prohib- 
iting members engaging in or aiding strikes 
on the part of themselves or other railroad 
men, A majority of the Western members 
favored striking this clause out. It was 
elaminated by a vote of over 200 to 65. The 
opponents were chiefly representatives of 
Eastern divisions of the order. The Western 
men deciared they had no intention of in- 
dulging in unnecessary strikes, and had no 
strike in view, but they were determined 
to exercise their right to decide such ques- 
tions purely on their merits. Two rival or- 
ganizations will be the result.

The Week in Parliament. 


The parliamentary record of the week is a 
dismai one; dismal to the Government and 
discreditabie to the opposition. All the week 
long obstruction has raged and Irish scenes 
have been frequent and violent. Not the 
least secret is made of the intent to prevent 
at any cost the passage of tne Compensawon 
act. So confident are the Giadstonians that 
the billis disliked by the country that they 
believe themselves safe in going to any 
lengths against it. It is not quite clear 
whether the feeling of tne country is so 
strong as they believe. What is clear is that 
the Ministers totally miscalculated the vio- 
lence of the resistance their modest 
proposals would provoke. Lord Salis 
bury, seldom quite in touch with 
the people over whom he rules, has 
lately said that when the Cabinet agreed on 
the measure they expected to be warmly 
supported by the temperance party and 
warmly opposed by the publicans, That 
only shows that they did not take the trouble 
to consult temperance men in their own 
ranks, like Mr. Caine, who, Unionist though 
he be, is moving heaven and earth to defeat 
the Ministry on this measure. They came 
within four votes of defeat Thursday after- 
noon thanks to a smart trick — — by the 
radicals. These gentlemen, refiecting that 
many of the wicked Tories would beracing 
at Ascot, mustered in force and agreed on a 
charming little conspiracy of silence, hoping 
to foree a division on the first clause of the 
bill before whe Tories had returned 
to town. These tactics would certain- 
ly have succeeded had the Irish 
been able to deny themselves the 
pleasure of badgering Mr. Balfour at ques- 
tion time. Two hours were wasted over

EVIDENCE AGAINST TRAIN ROBBERS, 


Mrs. Ratcliff Gives Fall Particulars of the 
Texarkana Kobbery.

Ratcliff, the wounded train robber who died 
here yesterday morning, left a wife and 
three children. In his dymg moment he 
stated that it was too late for him to talk, 
but that his wife would make a statement 
for him. She is a woman of more than ordi- 
nary intelligence for one of her class, and 
tod made a detailed statement of the 
whole affair. 

Her statement as taken by a notary covers 
fifteen pages and clears up many of the mys- 
teries that surrounded the robbery. She 
states that the parties now in jail, Detective 
Williams, Napoleon McDaniel, and Bowley, 
with her husband, committed the robbery; 
that McDaniel went through the express-car 
while Bowley and Williams stood guard; 
that Ratcliff did the shooting which disabled 
the express agent with Wiliams’ Winches- 
ter; that McDaniel shot Ratcliff through 
mistake, supposing in the darkness that the 
train men had armed themselves and were 
determined to resist.

The exportation of gold at this time 
is an event which can be looked for- 
ward to With assurance. The only thing in 
the present situation to cause surprise is 
that gold exports have been deferred so long 
and that sterling rates are now so low as to 
make the present shipments an eccentricity. 
The “alance of trade which we have paid in 
pther years in gold we seem this year to be 
paying in breweries, packing-houses, and 
Stock- yards. 

The speculative markets have been dull 
and heayy. The reason for the sagging of 
prices in Wall street has been outside of 
causes affecting the intrinsic worth of secu- 
rities. Railroad earnings continue to make 
excellent comparisons with former years. 
Traffic. continues unusually heavy at 
fairly well maintained rates. There 
hasObeen no fault to find with the 
statistical situation. But there has been 
in the stock market a surplus of traders who 
were waiting only for a buoyant market 
upon which to dump their securities. Few 
new buyers came into the market and the 
pressure of stocks made quotations heavy. 
Sugar Trust bobbed up and down with a 
rapidity.and range which attracted to its 
gyrauons more attenuon than half the list of 
legitimate securities obtained. 

The local stock market has not been spe- 
vially interesting for activity, but it has been 
byno means dull. A counterpart to the 
wilding, wabbling Sugar Trust of the New 
York market might be found in Calumet 
Dock stock. That has jumped about over a 
range of some ten points with no cause for 

fluctuations other than ‘the manipulations of 
fasiders. The most interesting thing to note 
in connection with the local stack market is 
the listing of nearly $15,000,000 new securi- 
ties. The market shows the effect of this 
broadening and is likely to show it 
much more this week. Last week 
closed with a distinctly more buoyant 
feeling in local speculative circles. The re- 
action which followed the first burst of 
activity after the World's Fair location was 
announced has lasted quite long enough, as 
‘such reactions go, and if the market has the 
vitahty which every one interested iu it be- 
lieves it has there will be another wave of 
activity soon. There are good indicauons 
that it is close at hand, and if it is not broken 


1 be an unfavorable turn in the New York 
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market or some other unexpectedly discour- 
aging development there probably will be 
soon a revival of public interest and active 


tradmg which may surpass the boom of last 


Whatever tnere is to be said of the local 
ituation is ali one way. The general 


“features are unezampled activity, fair profits, 
and a sound and healthy state of trade. The 


Aindustriat sifvamon presents scarcely a 
_@ioud in the whole outlook: The country is 


_ prosperous, but there is nothing to indicate 


‘that we are as yet nearing a point where 


_ ectivity is pushed too far only to be followed 
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‘by the inevitable setback. The most con- 


servative prophets of financial weather see 


indications of immediate storms. 
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last April. Thatis admitted. It is admitted 
further that it was committed im behalf of 
a man who now occupies a seat in the City 
Council and who enjoys the confidence of the 
civic administration. The perpetrators of 
the fraud have gone unwhipped of justice. 
The beneficiaries of the fraud enjoy the 
stolen goods. Thisis not a solitary instance, 
and the state of affairs, as Mr. Smith’s reso- 
lution pomts out, demands a radical remedy. 

That remedy is the adoption of tae Austra- 
lian ballot system, which has many other 
recommendations besides. The unpunished 
frauds in the Twenty-fourth Ward have 
been committed so recenuy and the circum- 
stances of the escape of the persons who 
committed them are so fresh ip the public 
mind that they cannot fail to have an im- 
portant influence on the convention tomor- 
row in favor of the Australian ballot system. 
Strong resolutions for its adoption should 
occupy a promiaent place in the platform of 
the Repubiicans of Lilinois.

THE FATHER DAMIEN CONTROVERSY. 

The controversy over the character and 
services of the late Father Damien among 
the lepers of Molokai has gained renewed in- 
terest by the brilliant defense of the leper 
priest made by Robert Louis Stevenson, who 
has been living for some time in the Sand- 
wich Islands and bas made special inquiries 
as to the nature and results of his work. To 
begin at the source of the controversy, in 
August, 1889, tne Rev. C. M. Hyde, who is 
President of the Theological Training School 
at Honolulu, wrote a letter in reply to one 
from the Rey. H. B. Gage making some in- 
quiries about Father Damien. The reply 
was printed by Mr. Gage two or three months 
later in the Sydney Presbyterian and con- 
tained the following strong statement: 


The simple truth is he was a coarse, dirty man, 
headstrong and bigoted. He was not sent to 
Molokai, but went there without orders; did not 
stay at the leper settlement (before he became 
one himself [sic]), but circulated freely over the 
whole island (less than haif the island is de- 
voted to the lepers), and be came often to Hon- 
olulu. He had no hand reforms and im- 
provements inaugurated, which were the work 
of our Board of Health, as occasion required and 
means were provided. He was not a pare man 
in his relations with women, and the rosy of 
which he died should be attributed to vices 
and carelessness. 


To this letter Mr. Stevenson has addressed 
himself in a long and most remarkable re- 
ply, written in his most attractive style and 


with all the pungency of the highest in- 


vective. There are few such living masters 
of the pen as Robert Louis Stevenson, and 
in this discussion he brings his highest qual- 
ities into play, emphasized by strong admira- 
tion for Damien and his work. He parallels 
the results of the efforts of the two men: 


Your church and Damien’s were in Hawaii 
upon a rivalry to do well—to help, to edify, to 
set divine examples. You having (in one huge 
instance) failed and Damien succeeded, I mar- 
vel it should not have occurred to you that you 
were doomed to silence; that when you had been 
outstripped in that high rivairy and sat inglorious 
in the midst of your well-being, in rene pleasant 
room—and Damien, crowned with giories and 


. horrors, toiled and rotted in that pigsty of his 


under the clifis at Kalawao—you, the elect, who 
would not, were the iast man on earth to collect 
end propagate gossip on the volunteer who 
would and did, 


Mr. Stevenson traces what Father Damien 
did to introduce reforms in the leper settie- 
ment: 


All the reforms of the lazaretto, and even 
those which he most vigorously Spposes, are 
properly the work of Damien. y are the 
evidence of his success; they are what his hero- 
ism provoked from the reluctant and the care- 
less. Many were before him in the field; Mr. 
Meyer, for instance, of whose faithful work we 
hear too little; there have been many since; 
and some had more wordly wisdom, though none 
had more devotion than our saint, Before his 
day even you will confess they had effected little. 
It was his part, by one striking act of martyr- 
dom, to direct all men’s eyes on that distressful 
country. Ata blow, and with the price of his 
life, he made the place illustrious and public, 
And that, if you will consider largely, was the 
one reform needful: pregnant of all that should 
succeed. It brought money; it brought (best in- 
dividual addition of them all) the Sisters; it 
brought supervision, for _— opinion and pub- 
lic interest landed with man at Kalawao. If 
ever any man “thie reforms, and died to bring 
them, it was he. ere is not @ clean cup or 
towel in the Bishep’s Home but dirty Damien 
washed it. 


As to the charges of immorality Mr. Ste- 
venson rejects them with indignation but uses 
them as the basis of the following scornful 
thrust at Mr. Hyde: 


I will ouppons. Pant story to be true. I will 
suppose—and God forgive me for supposing it— 
that Damien faltered and stumbled in his nar- 
row path of duty; I wilkguppose that, in the hor- 
ror of his isolation, perhaps in the fever of incip- 
ient disease, he, who was doing so much more 
than he had sworn, failed in the letter of his 
priestly oath—he who was so much a better man 
than either you or me, whe did what we have 
never dreamed of daring—he too tasted of our 
common frailty. O, Iago, the pity of it!” The 
least tender should be moved to tears: the most 
incredulous to prayer. And all that you could do 
was to pen your letter to the Rev. H. B. Gage! 


It adds great force to Mr. Stevenson’s phi- 
lippic that he does not take Father Damien 
for a saint, nor does he invest him with the 
halo which thé world has placed about his 
head. He recognizes his limitations, his 
weaknesses, and his wantof wisdom, but 
from this standpoint all the more remarka- 
ble he makes his hero. He says of him: 


He seems to have been a man of the peasant 
class, certainly of the peasant type; shrewa, ig- 
norant, and bigoted, yet with an open mind and 
capable of receiving and digesting a reproof if it 
were bluntly administered; superbly generous in 
the least thing as weil as in the greatest and as 
ready to give his last shirt (although not without 
human grumbling) as he had been to sacrifice his 
life; essentially indiscreet and officious, which 
made him a troublesome colleague; domineering 
in all his Ways, which made him incurably unpop- 
ular with the Kanakas, but yet destitute of real 
authority, so that his boys laughed at him, and 
88 carry out his wishes by the means of 

ribes. 


So much I have gathered of truth about this 
plain, noble, human brother and father of ours; 
his imperfections are the traits of his race, by 
whieh we know him for our fellow; his martyr- 
dom and his example nothing can lessen or an- 
nul, and only a person here on the spot can prop- 
erly appreciate their greatness. 


Mr, Stevenson made his observations on 
the spot and talked with those who had 
known Father Damien and been living wit- 
nesses of what he had accomplished. It was 
not a pleasant visit which he made to Molo- 
kai, but as he contemplates the reforms and 
improvemests which have taken place he 
compares Molokai with what it was when 
Father Damien first came: It was a differ- 
“ent place when Damien came there and 
“made his great renunciation and sient that 
„ first night under a tree amidst his rotting 
“brethren; alone with pestilence and look- 
“ing forward (with what courage, with what 


/ “pitiful sinkines of dread, God only knows) 


“to a lifetime of dressing sores and stumps.“ 

Such are a few points in Mr. Stevenson’s 
long and brilliant defense of his hero, whom 
he deems all the more worthy of his crown 
because he was a common, coarse, and 
bigoted man. The only reply which has 
been made to him comes from Mr. Gorham 
D. Gilman of Boston, who has lived many 
years in Honolulu. He defends the Protest- 
ant missionaries from Mr. 8.’s aspersions, 
and, while admitting that Father Damien was 
worthy of esteem for his heroism, contends 
that he has been exaggerated unworthily 
into a rare and wonderful martyr. On this 


point he says:

THE PRESIDENT 18 WITH BLAINE ON 
SUGAR BECIPROCITY 


It was suspected when Secretary Blaine 
first stated his objections to the free sugar 
provisions of the McKinley fool bill that ne 
was speaking by authority as the representa- 
tive and mouthpiece of the Administration. 


It hardly was possible he would have been s0 


open in his denunciation of the sugar folly 


in the McKinley bill had he not known the 
President was behind him and indorsed him. 
The latest Wasbington dispatches make this 
suspicion a certainty by stating that Presi- 
dent Harrison will not tolerate placing suger 
on the free list without getting reciprocal 
concessions from other sugar countries, and 
that be will veto the bill af it reaches him 
with any such give-away clauses in it. 

It is quite natural this enunciation of the 
policy of the Administration should come 
from the Secretary of State and not of the 
Treasury. Itis through the former that in- 
tercourse is carried on with foreign nations, 
including these from which the President 
and Mr. Blaine hope to secure concessions in 
return for taking off 60 millions of duties 
on Sugars by tne United States. In 1887 this 
country amported raw sugars as follows:

| Spanish islands—which impose a duty of 


$4.50 a barrel on American flour and design 
inereasing it, and which tax other American 
food products most outrageotsly. If in re- 
turg for the abolition of the sugar duty Spain 
were to take off its nearly prohibitory 


taxes on American flour and other farm 


products the United States would have 
gained something by ite surrender of so im- 
mense a revenue. By the McKinley fool bill 
it gains absolutely nothing. It 1s a dead 
throw away of 60 millions of revenue for the 
chief benetit of Spain. 

The platform oa which the President has 
placed himself is a strong one and will meet 
with the approval of nearly every one. The 
farmers and manufacturers to whom it will 
open markets now closed to them will be for 
it. The only ones against it will be a few 
greedy, grasping men who want the tariff 
laws so amended as to put the consumer at 
their mercy and who have persuaded McKin- 
ley it is a good thing for him to olose his Con- 
gressional career in that way. 

The amendment to tae McKinley bill, sub- 
mitted by Senator Hale of Maine, was form- 
ulated undoubtedly by the Cabinet and 
drafted, perhaps, by the President himself 
or by Secretary Blaine. It reads as follows: 


And the President of the United States is here- 
7 authorized, without further legislation, to de- 
clare the pee of the United States free and 
open to all the products of any nation of the 
American Hemisphere upon which no export 
duties are imposed, whenever and so loag as 
such nation shall admit to its ports, free of all 
national, provincial (State), municipal, and 
other taxes, flour, corn-meal, and other bread- 
stuffs, preserved meats, fish, vegetables, and 
fruits, cotton-seed oil, rice, and other provisions, 
including all articles of food; lumber, furniture, 
and all other articles of wood; agricultural im- 
plements and machinery, mining and mechanical 
machinery, structural steel and iron, steel rails, 
locomotives, railway cars and supplies, street- 
cars, refined petroleum, orsuch other products 
of the United States as may be agreed upon. 


If this amendment passes Spain will be 
compelled to admit the articles free of tax 
therein named, or see the Islands of Cuba 
and Porto Rico become bankrupt and ruined. 
The great bulk of all their market for sugar 
and molasses is in this country. Other West 
India Islands and other countries would 
make the concessions quickly in order to 
secure the great American market for their 
sugar. If coffee were included in the con- 
cession condition Brazil could be forced to 
open its doors to ali the articles named in 
Hale’s amendment. 

On the issue thus raised—the question 
whether the sugar duties shall be remitted 
for the benefit of all or for the benefit 
of a favored few and the damage 
of nearly all—the President can 
peal safely to the country. Some weak- 
minded Republican members of Congress are 
now saying they knew all along it would be a 
good thing to use the purchasing power of the 
United States to acquire the South American 
markets for its people, but that under 
% pressure from their constituents they could 
“not hold the abolition of the sugar duties 
és back.“ i 

This is a cooked-up excuse. There was no 
pressure of the sort. There were no such 
constituents. The farmers were not clamor- 
ing that the Government shoula throw away 
sixty millions of revenue for the good of for- 
eign nations without reciprocal concessions. 
They did not know perhaps at that time 
that the real reason of McKinley & Co. for 
throwing off the sugar duties was to impose 
additional duties on almost everything eise 
for the benefit of some woolen, silk, cotton, 
and linen millowners of the East and would- 
be manufacturers of tin-plate in Pittsburg 
and glassmakers and those other highly-pro- 
tected industries about Wheeling; but they 
Knew then as they know do now that it is fool- 
ishness to fling away sixty millions when it 
can be exchanged tor our agricultural and 
manufacturing products. 


COUNT TOLSTOI’S DEFENSE OF HIS THEO- 
RIES. 


Tue TRiuNE some time ago printed the 
substance of Count Tolstol's “Kreutzer Bo- 
nata.” It was the record, not of an ill-assorted 
marriage like that of Anna Karenina, but of 
a brutal, disgusting, and entirely upneces- 
sary marriage—the union of two people who 
hated each other at the end and who had not 
a thing in common at the beginning, the one 
a profligate and the other a fool; and this 
union Count Tolstel set up as the typical 
marriage. Its falsity provoked so many pro- 
tests that at last the famous Russian author 
has been obliged to set forth his views on 
the revolting subject that formed the basis 
of “The Kreutzer Sonata.” These views 
were printed in Tue Tripuns of yesterday. 

Count Tolstol’s exposition in substance is 
a diatribe against marriage, whether as a 
physical union orasa Christian sacrament. 
He scouts at any ideas of love which are not 
concerned with purely spirituat things or 
with service to humanity. Those already 
married he believes should maintain only 
fraternal relauons with each other. Those 
unmarried should remain so and devote 
themselves-to the cultivation of chastity! 
No Caristian can marry, in nis estimation, 
without sin, because Chrisi and his Apostles 
did not marry and because “in the eyes of 
% Christiaan sexual relations m marriage 
“not only do not constitute a lawful 
“right and a happy state, as our so- 
“ciety and our churches maintain, but 
“on the contrary are asaiways a fall, 
“@ Weakness, and 2a sin.” Asceticiem 
and celipacy with accompanying chastity 
compose the problem which he sets forth, 
and all this because some persons marry 
who should not and violate the laws of nat- 
ure, Which areas much the laws of God as 
any of those which Count Tolstel cites with 
so much upcuen. — 

Count Tolsto!l tells some truths in his expo- 
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former of his type, 16 that he takes no ac- 
count of human nature. His scheme, if it 


and calls it typical, whereas it is grossly un- 
true. Itis not a type but a hideous excep- 
tion. True, chaste and noble marriages and 
fit matings are overwhelmingly in the ma- 
jority. Anna Karenina and her husband 


and the vulgar miserable pair of the Kreutzer 
Sonata are not types and he has no right to 


use them for inference or enalogy. Men and 


women are weak and siliy enough, and mar- 
riages are too often the result of cool calcu- 
lation and financial greed, but it does not 


follow that all men and women tre of the 


Tolstol fiction type or that all marriages are 
beastly. If Count Tolstol thinks so be must 
have been most unfortunate in his expe- 


riences and knows little of the grace and 


blessedaness of the modern home, whether it 
be Christian, Jewish, agnostic or metagnos- 


tic.

A large number of respectable residents of the 
Fourth Ward protest against the location of a 
doggery, which is to be managed by whe noto- 
rious Jim Appleton, in their midst and in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the Cottage Grove public 
school. But their protest will not avail. The 
Mayor’s man Friday, Eversold, says Appleton is 
all right, and in defiance of the fact that the lat- 
ter had no license he was allowed to sell rot-gut 
and other intoxicants Saturday and yesterday. 
The license will be issued later on. The Mayor, 
itis thought, will not dare offend the whisky- 
dealers and the brewers who are backing up Ap- 
pleton, or the gambiers, thugs,and loafers who are 
his patrons, If he refused Appleton a license he 
would be opposed by Appleton's friends for re- 
election. If he grants the license he need not 
fear that Mr. Tourtellotte and the other respect- 
able Democrats who protest against that action 
will record their votes for his opponent.

“The Nightingale was one of your most art- 
fully advertised attractions,” was suggested to 
Mr. Barnum.

I found a young English 
man— newspaper man-—who had seen end 
heard Jenny and who was familiar with the Old 
World and the customs of its peopic. 1 em- 
ployed him to write from oneto two columns 
once or twice a week about the famous Nightin- 
gale and her receptions and characteristics, and 
all sorts of gossip about her. The articles were 
dated London, and appesred as specials. Yes, 
yes, a bit ot humbuggery. but she deserved all 
the good things said about her, and the American 
people didn't think I had humbugged them when 
they heard her. I suppose that was the first at- 
tempt in this country to ‘work the press.’ I am 
free to confess it couldn't be done now. Besides, 
t is not necessary.” 


Barnum’s Tiff with Bennett. 

„My tiff with the elder Bennett grew out of a 
misunderstanding about an advertisement. I 
withdrew my ad! and announced in my pro- 
gram: This management does not advertise in 
the New York Herald.“ 

“The trouble caused a good deal of comme ut 
among amusement managers and led to a meet- 
ing to consider the matter. Lester Wallack was 
the leader in the movement. A committee, of 
which he was Chairman, called on Mr. Bennett 
to fix up the breach, but Bennett was stubborn. 
Wallack then told aim all the managers would 
withdraw their ‘ads,’ from the Herald, and that 
was the end of the conference, Bennett kept 
the ads running and had critiques written and 
printed just the same for several weeks. Bills 
were sent to the offices and repudiated, and then 
the ‘ads’ were taken out and silence reigned for 
two years. The Heraid in those days had an 
immense job office, and the programs and bills of 
all the New York shows were printed there. This 
patronage was withdrawn, and the result of it 
was that Mr. Bennett's job office failed. 

„But at the end of two yi “we made it up. 
Mr. Bennett was my friend, as he had been be- 
fore the quarrel, and I honor his memory. It 
was 8 foolish quarrel on both sides,“ 


Reproving the Present Bennett. 

“When the present Bennett succeeded his 
father in the management of the Herald,” said 
Mr. Barnum, he, knowing that his father and I:

renew the feud. I was in London at the time. I 
sat down and wrote him a personal letter 
which I said: 3

“The young man was inexperienced at that 
time.

{The Senate bill provides that all the silver 
mined in this conntry or brought here from for- 
eign parts shall be taken at the mint, if offered, 


and silver dollars or silver certificates, which are 


made a legal tender, given therefor. How much 
would be offered cannot be told. But as the 
bullion in a standard dollar is worth only 83 
cents in gold it is believed there would be a great 
rush of silver from the idle hoards of Germany 
and France and other parts of the world to gain 
this great premium. The House bill provides 
for the monthly purchase of $4,500,000 worth of sil- 
ver at the market rate, to be paid for in silver 
Gollars or in silver certificates, which are made 
a legal tender. One bill, then, would add month- 
ly four and a half dollars’ worth of silver to tne 
currency; the other would add a greater quan- 
tity, but how much greater is unknown. It is 
impossible to prophesy what the effects on agri- 
culture and business would be by the passage 
ofeither bill.
